"Kosher" Meat. 


According to Jewish law, the worfl 


"kosher" means "ceremoniously clean." 
AH animals or fowls to be "koshered" 
are killed by n rabbi or bis deputy, the 
chief difference between Jewish and 
Gentile slaughtering methods being 
th.it the Hebrew cuts the throat with- 
out first stunning the animal br A blow 
on the head, as is usually done in other 
than kosher killins. This seems to be 
based on the theory that the conscious 
animal bleeds more thoroughly than 
one that hns been stunned, nnd, nc- 
cording to Jewish belief, no blood must 
remain In the meat ivhen it Is con- 
sumed- 
Partly in an effort to make 


this absence of blood doubly sure, the 
Jewish housewife usually salts her, 
meat henrily p.nd allows it to stand in 
the salt at least an honr. The salt is 
then washed off and the meat prepared 
for eating.
